LA5  Rotary  Fireside  Chat  with  Jessica  Lall  and  Bruce  Corwin 
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Last  Friday,  Jessica  Lall,  CCA  President  &  CEO,  interviewed  Bruce  Corwin,  Metropolitan  Theatres  Corporation  CEO,  at  an  LA5 
Rotary  Club  fireside  chat  at  the  California  Club.  It  was  interesting  to  learn  that  Bruce's  first  Coro  Fellowship  placement  was  at 
CCA.  Jessica  referenced  Warren  Bennis  who  has  written  about  how  people  are  either  "once  boms"  or  "twice  boms."  The 
once-born's  transition  from  home  and  family  to  independence  is  relatively  easy.  Twice-borns  generally  have  to  go  through 
challenges  as  they  grow  up;  they  feel  different  and  unsatisfied  with  life  so  they  have  to  write  new  lives  for  themselves.  She  talked 
about  how  Bruce  is  a  perfect  example  of  a  "twice-born,"  who  has  continued  to  reinvent  himself  over  and  over  again  and  write  his 
own  life.  They  also  discussed  leadership  skills,  what  it  means  to  be  a  philanthropic  leader,  and  how  important  it  is  to  be  prepared 
and  have  a  good  attitude. 
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Camden's  Industrial  Project  at  City  Planning  Commission 

CCA  supports  member  Camden's  Industrial  project,  which  will  activate  a  cold-storage  site  in  the  Arts  District.  It  will  add  344 
live-work  units  -  including  18  units  set  for  affordable  housing  -  to  the  city's  housing  stock  with  a  preference  for  artists,  as  well  as  a 
public  plaza.
